Local businesses 
to collect fraction 
of Indy money

year, but some skeptical 
they'll get it all back

Only a fraction of the money 
owed to some city businesses 
— left on the hook when pro¬ 
moters of the Edmonton Indy 
went bankrupt last year — 
will be paid out, according to 
a local business owner. 

Octane Motor sports, who 
promoted the money-losing 
race in Edmonton, declared 
bankruptcy last October after 
saying they wouldn’t take 
over another year of the race 
unless the city backed any 
losses. 

Alberta Paramedical Servi¬ 
ces was one of the many local 
businesses left in the lurch 
when the company pulled 
the plug last year, and gener¬ 
al manager Tim Hawirlco said 
his lawyer has told him he 
will be paid 14.5 per cent of 
the $56,000 outstanding bill 
in a first dividend, and there 
may be further payments in 
the future. 


“It’s better than a kick in 
the teeth,” said Hawirlco of 
the news. 

Octane’s biggest creditor 
is its Quebec-based par¬ 
ent company, who lent 
the money-losing operation 
$2.9 million. 

Hawirlco said they too 
will see 14.5 per cent of their 
claim paid out, as he under¬ 
stands it. He said that it’s 
frustrating, but the process 
has gone through a thorough 
legal review. 

“They challenged the 
claim and went through it 
line-by-line and questioned 
everything,” he said. 

A legal opinion on the 
issue found that the Quebec- 
based company used its staff, 


even cover hardly anything.

Hawirlco said the bank¬ 
ruptcy caught him complete¬ 
ly off guard, because he had 
been working with the com¬ 
pany to plan a 2013 version 
of the event.

He said the bankruptcy 
was a big step backward for 
his company, because their 
growth plans were sidelined 
to make sure their bills were 
covered.

paid bills for Octane and 
otherwise helped to fund the 
Alberta arm of the company. 

Hawirko said the money 
they will be receiving in the 
bankruptcy settlement does 
little to cover the damage. 

“It’s very frustrating, be¬

The bankruptcy left sev¬ 
eral other local companies 
shortchanged as well. Al¬ 
berta Health Services lost 
$50,000 and Cowan Graph¬ 
ics lost $70,000, while the 
Sawmill Banquet Centre lost

Only female city 
councillor speaksup 

It isn’t a man’s world, ac¬ 
cording to newly-elected 
Edmonton Coun. Bev 
Esslinger. 

The Ward 2 represent¬ 
ative, who also happens 
to be the only female 
councillor, said her role 
isn’t any different than 
her other colleagues. 

“I plan to work hard 
regardless. I believe I was 
elected because I was 
the right candidate, not 
because I was a woman.” 

But the issue is a 
concern for Edmonton’s 
new mayor, Don Iveson, 
who said the city has 
digressed from its roots. 

“We have been ahead 
of the curve versus other 
Canadian municipalities 
and now we have fallen 
back a little bit. 

“I think it’s going 
to be an early topic of 
conversation of how 
we ensure there is 
greater supply of female 
candidates in the next 
election.” 

The issue is of 
some concern to some 
women’s groups, who 
believe the female 
demographic won’t be 
properly heard. 

“No matter how much 
our men really appreci¬ 
ate the gender equality, 
there’s still a tendency 
for the women to be left 
behind. If we only have 
one representative, and 
with so many non-profit 
organizations trying to 
empower women, it’s 
not enough to really 
have a strong voice for 
our women,” said Joseph¬ 
ine Ballard, program 
manager with Changing 
Together: A centre for 
immigrant women in 
Edmonton.

Women’s shelter faces closure 


A women’s shelter that helps 
immigrant women in domes¬ 
tic-abuse situations could 
close at the end of the month 
due to lack of funding. 

WIN House 3, one of three 
shelters operated by Edmon¬ 
ton Women’s Shelter Ltd. 
(EWS), is in desperate need 
of funding in order to con¬ 
tinue, according to non-profit 
officials. 

“This is going to be an 
issue because we have so 
many of these women who 
need shelter,” said Josephine 
Ballard, program manager of 
Changing Together: A Cen¬ 


tre for immigrant women. 
Changing Together has been 
referring women to the shel¬ 
ter since WIN House 3 opened 
in 2010. 

According to the WIN 
House’s website, staff “are 
working diligently to find 
stable and consistent funding 
for this valuable ethno-cultur¬ 
al shelter.” WIN House staff 
were unavailable for com¬ 
ment before press deadline. 

Although much smaller 
than the two other WIN 
shelters in the city, Ballard 
said WIN 3 helps immigrant 
women by providing a service 


catered specifically to them. 

“It’s just a matter of be¬ 
ing able to help these women 
who have special needs,” she 
said, listing language barriers 
as an example. 

Provincial government 
spolcespeople confirmed they 
don’t provide any operational 
funding to WIN House 3 but 
do fund the other two WIN 
shelters. 

In the past, the govern¬ 
ment has worked with the 
group to redirect funding for 
the other two WIN shelters to 
allow for a better allocation 
of funds to the third shelter, 


according to Craig Loewen, 
press secretary for Minister 
of Human Services Dave Han¬ 
cock. He also said the organ¬ 
ization was to bring forward 
a grant application to Home¬ 
ward Trust. 

“We were kind of hopeful 
about that being a possibil¬ 
ity,” he said. 

Ballard hopes the plea for 
funding is heard for what she 
considers a necessary service 
in the city. 

“I hope our government 
would really listen to us and 
hear the cry of these women.”

“The results are very, very 
strong and I think they show 
Edmontonians support the 
ideas I was talking about,” he 
said. 

Mandel joked with repor¬ 
ters and said he would not 
have a lot of advice for the 
incoming mayor. 

“Don has a pretty good 
understanding of the role and 
if there is any advice, I will 
give it to him, not to you.”

Two kittens found in a train 
boxcar from Chicago were 
adopted through the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society Tuesday. 

An Edmonton railway 
worker found the two small 
cats in a sealed boxcar with 
no water or food on Sept. 
11. It takes about five days 
for the railway cars to travel 
from Chicago to Edmonton, 
and Humane Society staff 
believes the cats spent a min¬ 
imum of five days in the cars 
before they made their way to 
Edmonton. 

Since then, the timid cats 
have been adapting to domes¬ 
ticated life at a foster home 
for just short of two months 
due to their temperament. 

“They really needed social¬ 
izing, they were extremely 
timid,” said Shawna Ran¬ 
dolph, communications rep¬ 
resentative with the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society, adding 


the animals have evolved 
substantially since their ar¬ 
rival. “We really feel they are 
nicely socialized.” 

Society staff said the situa¬ 
tion is unique, which they say 
often leads to quicker adop¬ 
tions of animals. Before any 
adoption is completed, the 
organization reviews each 
potential adoptive parent and 
their lifestyle to make sure 
they are compatible with the 
pets. 

The three-month-old kit¬ 
tens were adopted by an en¬ 
gaged couple who arrived at 
the shelter shortly after the 
society opened up for the 
public. 

There are currently 169 
felines also up for adoption, 
which staff said they hope the 
public would keep in mind 
when they hear the story of 
these two boxcar kittens. 

“They’re all just as won¬ 
derful, they all have their 
own stories and we want 
people to consider them as 
well,” said Randolph.

Diotte said when he first 
launched his campaign, it 
was these voices he was hear¬ 
ing — citizens who felt Ed¬ 
monton had reached too far. 
It had become overextended, 
in debt. It was losing sight 
of the city’s core responsibil¬ 
ities. 

“People don’t feel heard 
in this city. They do not feel 
heard,” said Diotte. 

The support of volunteers 
like Moser and Marianix 
helped convince Diotte he 
could win Monday, despite 
polls that indicated he was no 
longer in the race. 


Diotte has been silent on 
his finances in the campaign, 
but he said he had between 
one quarter and one fifth of 
the $600,000 his opponents 
had, with less than $150,000 
for the race. 

Clare Denham, Diotte’s 
partner and campaign man¬ 
ager, said that with limited 
funds the campaign was con¬ 
stantly forced to make sacri¬ 
fices. 

“I had planned out market¬ 
ing plans and where we were 
going to buy ads and videos, 
and every week that went by 
things came off the list.”

‘Monstrous conspiracy.’ 

Senator claims he 
was told by Stephen 
Harper's office to pay 
back $ 90,000 ‘or else’ 


Mike Duffy says Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s office orchestrated a “mon¬ 
strous conspiracy” aimed at 
snuffing out controversy over 
his Senate expenses because 
the prime minister was more 
interested in appeasing his 
Conservative base than he was 
in the truth. 

Duffy delivered a riveting 
and often biting speech to his 
Senate colleagues Tuesday, 
spinning a tale of “conspiracy” 
and allegations of “bribeiy, 
threats and extortion of a sit¬ 


ting legislator.” 

He, along with former Toiy 
colleagues Pamela Wallin and 
Patrick Brazeau, was on hand 
to defend himself against a mo¬ 
tion to suspend him from the 
Senate without pay for “gross 
negligence” in the manage¬ 
ment of their expenses. 

Duffy described a Februaiy 
caucus meeting with Harper 
and his then chief of staff, Nigel 
Wright, during which the sen¬ 
ator pleaded his innocence. 

“But the prime minister 
wasn’t interested in explana¬ 
tions or the truth,” Duffy said, 
recounting what Harper him¬ 
self told him. 

“‘It’s not about what you 
did,”’ Duffy quoted Harper as 
saying. “‘It’s about the percep¬ 
tion of what you did that’s been 
created in the media. The rules 


are inexplicable to our base’ ... 
I was ordered by the prime min¬ 
ister to pay the money back, 
end of discussion.” 

Duffy said when he later 
complained that he couldn’t 
afford to pay the money back, 
Wright offered to “write the 
cheque.” He does not, however, 
make clear whether Harper 
was privy to that part of the 
discussion. 

Duffy said he spoke by 
telephone several times with 
Wright, repeatedly insisting 
that to “pay back money I 
didn’t owe would destroy my 
reputation.” 

“The PMO piled on the pres¬ 
sure,” he continued. “Finally, 
the message from the PMO 
became, ‘Do what we want — 
or else.’”

Lac-Megantic victims may 
be compensated in mid-2014 


Victims of last summer’s dead¬ 
ly explosion in Lac-Megantic, 
Que., could begin to receive 
compensation by the first an- 
niversaiy of the horrific rail 
accident, the U.S. bankruptcy 
trustee overseeing the now-in¬ 
solvent railway involved in the 
crash said Tuesday. 

Lawsuits could lead to 
years of delays in wrapping 
up the entire case, but Robert 
Reach said hopes to begin dis¬ 
tributing a $2 5-million derail¬ 
ment-insurance policy, allotted 
for victims, by the middle of 


next year. 

“One of my goals, to be hon¬ 
est, is to make sure that the 
victims don’t have to wait eons 
to get their money,” Reach said. 

“I would hope that we 
could get something in place 
that was making a meaningful 
distribution to victims by mid- 
2014,” the Maine-based lawyer 
said. 

“I think that’s realistic if 
people co-operate.” 

A total of 47 people were 
killed and much of Lac-Me- 
gantic’s downtown area was 


destroyed July 6 when a run¬ 
away belonging to the Mont¬ 
real, Maine & Atlantic Railway 
rolled into town and derailed, 
with its cargo of crude oil ex¬ 
ploding and setting fire to the 
area. 

Reach wouldn’t speculate 
on how much could eventually 
be available for victims, and he 
said he doesn’t want to give 
false hopes about a resolution 
to the case because the entire 
legal process could drag on be¬ 
cause of legal challenges.

Iraq war vet. Removal of 
SpongeBob gravestone 
creates a smelly smell 


Officials at an Ohio cemeteiy 
that removed a slain Iraq war 
veteran’s towering Sponge- 
Bob SquarePants headstone 
from her final resting place 
after they deemed it inappro¬ 
priate for their traditional 
grounds were planning to 
meet with the soldier’s family 
to explore possible solutions. 

The headstone of Kimber¬ 
ly Walker, 28, was made in 
the likeness of her favourite 
cartoon character and erected 
at Spring Grove Cemeteiy on 
Oct. 10, almost eight months 
after she was found slain in a 
Colorado hotel room. 

Despite getting the cem¬ 
eteiy’ s prior approval of the 
headstone’s design — a smil¬ 
ing SpongeBob in an Army 
uniform, with Walker’s name 
and rank — her family said 
Monday that cemeteiy staff 
called them the day after it 
was installed to say it would 
have to come down. 

The seven-foot headstone, 
along with a near-exact dupli¬ 
cate erected for Walker’s liv¬ 
ing twin sister Kara, have 
been removed and will not 
be allowed back up, cemeteiy 
president Gaiy Freytag said. 

Walker, who served two

year-long tours in Iraq, was 
found dead in a hotel room in 
Colorado Springs in Februaiy 
on Valentine’s Day, strangled 
and beaten to death. Her boy¬ 
friend, an army sergeant sta¬ 
tioned nearby, was arrested 
and charged with her killing. 

Walker’s twin sister said 
a lot of thought went into 
choosing the gravestones 
which she said were chosen 
because her sister loved Spon¬ 
geBob, even outfitting her 
entire bedroom with the car¬ 
toon character’s decorations.

The B.C. Civil Liberties Associa¬ 
tion (BCCLA) filed a lawsuit on 


Tuesday against the Canadian 
government, alleging that the 
federal agency responsible for 
electronic spying is illegally 
intercepting Canadians’ 
phone calls, emails and text 
messages. 

Caily DiPuma, staff council 
for the BCCLA, explained that 
Communications Security 
Establishment Canada (CSEC) 
has been obtaining communi¬ 
cations between Canadians 
and non-Canadians who are 


outside the countiy since 
2001. 

Under federal law, CSEC 
can obtain secret author¬ 
izations from the Minister 
of National Defence to inter¬ 
cept these messages, as long 
as their primaiy target is a 
non-citizen. 

“There is no court or par- 
liamentaiy committee that 
monitors their interception 
of these private communica¬ 
tions, and there is no judicial 


oversight of these sweeping 
powers,” DiPuma said. 

The lawsuit also aims to 
force the government to di¬ 
vulge how CSEC collects Can¬ 
adians’ metadata, which is 
the information created every 
time a cellphone call is made, 
an email is sent or the Inter¬ 
net is searched. It has had the 
power on and off to collect 
metadata from Canadians 
without a warrant since 2001.

Both denied the char¬ 
ges and told police there 
was no deliberate act on 
their part.

Cormac McCarthy may not 
be a household name around 
your place, unless you live 
with the Coen Brothers or 
maybe with the Pitts. 

Literary critic Harold 
Bloom called the writer one 
of the four major American 
novellists of his time, and he 
has two all-star movies set for 
release, which may make his 
name a little more common¬ 
place. 

Later in 2013 James Franco 
directs, scripts and stars in 
Child of God, an adaptation 
of McCarthy’s 1973 novel 
about “a dispossessed, violent 
man whose life is a disastrous 
attempt to exist outside the 
social order.” 

This weekend a star-stud¬ 
ded cast lead by Brad Pitt, 
Cameron Diaz and Michael 
Fassbender headline The 
Counselor, directed by Ridley 
Scott. 

Producer Steve Schwartz 
says the story of a lawyer in 
over his head after dipping 
his toe into the drug trade 
“may be one of McCarthy’s 
most disturbing and power¬ 
ful works.” 

And that’s saying some¬

It’s tough, no-nonsense 
work from a writer who says 
he’s “not that big a fan of 
exotic foreign films,” espe¬ 
cially movies with magical 
realism.

How did director J.C. Chan- 
dor convince screen legend 
Robert Redford to drop every¬ 
thing and star in a one-man 
movie? 

“He has a good ego on 
him, so he loved it,” says 
Chandor. “Just kidding. Ac¬ 
tually he does have an ego, 
but he knows it, which is par¬ 
tially what makes him great.” 

In All is Lost Redford plays 
a character called “our man,” 
a sailor on a solo yacht trip 
on the Indian Ocean. When 
his 30-foot boat collides with 
an abandoned shipping con¬ 
tainer he must use all his re¬ 
sources to survive. 

The actor is alone on cam¬ 
era for the entire film, bat¬ 
tling the elements and facing 
his fate. 

“I think he realized it was 
a wonderful time in his life 
to get rid of all the distrac¬ 
tions,” says Chandor. “He has 
an unbelievably complicated 
and interesting life with Sun¬ 
dance, the Sundance Insti¬ 
tute, his non-profit work and 
directing. 


“His life is a bit of a race 
but he came to Mexico for 
two-and-a-half months (to 
shoot the film). His personal 
secretaiy was the only one 
who knew how to get in 


touch with him so all that 
other stuff faded away and 
for a two-and-a-half month 
period we went on this veiy 
intense journey. 

“By the end of it we had 


gone someplace together, as 
a crew, an actor and a direc¬ 
tor. He really loved exposing 
himself both emotionally and 
as a performer more than he 
ever had.” 


Critical reaction has been 
strong and Redford’s name 
is being tossed around as a 
shoo-in for a best actor Oscar 
nomination.

very complex emotional tran¬ 
sitions but you don’t just see 
the shift (as a viewer) you ac¬ 
tually feel like you’ve been on 
a little bit of the journey with 
him.” 

It is a raw, emotional per¬ 
formance unlike anything 
Redford has done before on 
screen. In his virtually word¬ 
less performance the actor 
becomes a blank canvas that 
viewers may project their 
own notions of the meaning 
of life, death and eveiything 
in between. 

“If the film is working for 
you you’ll see the man go, 
‘Don’t freak out, pull your¬ 
self together,”’ says Chandor. 
“(Redford) and I talked a lot 
about that. We are not people 
that have that kind of dia¬ 
logue out loud so we internal¬ 
ized it. 

“Our hope was that by in¬ 
ternalizing it we would create 
a far more open book for the 
audience to bring their own 
hopes and fears to it. What 
you’re dealing with is one 
person coming to grips with 
death, alone.”

When a musical project

Balboa Park 


Balboa Park will be marking its 100th anniver¬ 
sary in 2015, although any day is worth a visit 
to the 485-hectare urban oasis that rivals New 
York’s Central Park and is home to the San Diego 
Zoo. Balboa Park offers hikes through palm-lined 
canyons and gardens. At the park’s centre are a 
cluster of museums whose Spanish-Renaissance 
style buildings were erected in 1915 for a world 
fair to mark the opening of the Panama Canal. 



Free things to 
see in 
San Diego 



The Salk Institute 

Just west of the UC San Diego campus is The 
Salk Institute for Biological Studies, which 
offers free guided tours Monday to Friday. Es¬ 
tablished in the 1960s by Dr. Jonas Salk, who 
developed the polio vaccine, the research fa¬ 
cility was designed by architect Louis I. Kahn. 
Salk wanted laboratoiy spaces that could be 
adapted to the future needs of science. Kahn 
designed two, six-storey buildings and used 
concrete, teak, lead, glass and special steel. 


Border Field State Park 

San Diego is a border city but it often does 
not feel like one despite the fact its centre is 
less than a 20-minute drive to Mexico. The 
best way to see the border without crossing 
it is at Border Field State Park, which is at 
the farthest southwest comer of the United 
States. The park is free for those who hike in 
from the parking lot before the main gate. It’s 
about 2.4 kilometres to the picnic area, where 
visitors can see the towering steel fence mark¬ 
ing the border, which plunges into the Pacific. 




University of California 
San Diego 

On a mesa above the Pacific, the setting alone 
is reason to visit the UC San Diego campus. 
The university’s grounds are also dotted by 
18 internationally acclaimed art pieces. The 
most recent installation is Fallen Star by Ko¬ 
rean artist Do Ho Suh. The quaint one-room 
cottage hangs precariously off the seventh 
storey of the engineering school. 



Torrey Pines Glider Port 


For spectacular sky gazing, head to Torrey 
Pines Glider Port, a city-owned, private-use 
glider airport where paragliders and hang 
gliders jump off the wind-swept bluffs and 
silently float over the ocean. During the 
Second World War, U.S. Army cadets trained 
at the site, which is listed as a National 
Landmark of Soaring. Today there are picnic 
tables. The glider port offers lessons and 
equipment rental, and sandwiches at the 
Cliff Hanger Cafe.

A sales career comes with ex¬ 
citement, growth and oppor¬ 
tunity.

One year after Johnathan 
Kent kicked his principal and 
school “went all bad,” the 
eight-year-old was recognized 
at a recent assembly as the 
“Star of the Month” for be¬ 
ing polite and helping out his 
teachers.

“I’m not doing what I did last 
year.” 

But Emily Cross, the prin¬ 
cipal of Indian Trails Ele¬ 
mentary on the outskirts of 


Kansas City, Mo., is giving 
some credit to a program 
the school began using last 
year that is built around the 
late self-help guru Stephen 
Covey’s bestselling The Seven 
Habits of Highly Effective 
People. A 25th anniversary 
edition of the 1989 book will 
be released in November. 

The nearly 1,500 mostly 
elementary schools using the 
program — called The Leader 
in Me — teach principles 
from the book, including 
“think win-win,” “seek first 
to understand, then to be 
understood” and “synergize.” 
Teachers, for example, might 
ask students how historical 
figures like George Washing¬ 
ton might have used them. 

And if a student gets into 
trouble, teachers and prin¬ 
cipals ask what habit could 
have helped him or her avoid 


the scrape. 

When Johnathan’s princi¬ 
pal asked the boy what habit 
led to his turnaround, he 
quickly responded, “Do first 
things first.” He said he didn’t 
finish his work last year. 

Students typically are as¬ 
signed leadership roles that 
range from class greeter to 
fish-tank cleaner. They also 
keep a leadership notebook 
in which they chart growth in 
an academic area. The note¬ 
books also track a personal 
goal, such as the time spent 
learning to tie their shoes. 
Cross said the tracking is a 
big motivator for Johnathan. 

“He sees that when I’m in 
class putting first things first, 
my dot on my graph is going 
up, and he’s proud,” Cross 
said. “He’s veiy confident 
now, and he wasn’t last year.”

When I started my summer 
co-op in sales, I was filled with 
nerves.

You have to expect the un¬ 
expected when taking the 
wheel of the 2014 Mazda3. With 
seductive looks, comfortable 
accommodations and impec¬ 
cable road manners, Mazda’s re¬ 
designed compact punches well 
above its weight class when bat¬ 
tling the other members of the 
compact-car field. 

Original Mazda3 variations 
that first arrived for the 2004 
model year displayed plenty of 
swagger and backed it up with 
surprising levels of basic, down- 
to-earth goodness. Since then, 
both sedan and Sport hatch¬ 
back versions (including the 
hotrod Mazdaspeed3) have re 
mained popular with legions of 
folks seeking a car that’s as en¬ 
joyable to drive as it is to look at. 

The new models emulate 


the mid-size Mazda6 sedan 
and the CX-5 wagon, which 
means they no longer wear 
Cheshire-cat grins affixed to 
their snouts. Instead, both 
have adopted Mazda’s latest 
Kodo (Japanese for Soul of 
Motion) design approach that 
includes an attractive but less 
gimmicky grille. The rest of 
the bodywork is equally tasty 
from any vantage point. 

What has been stretched by 
six centimetres, however, is the 
distance between the front and 
rear wheels. Overall though, 
the sedan remains similar in 
total length and provides about 
the same trunk space, while 
the hatchback drops five centi¬ 
metres in length, but magically 
gains a fair bit of stowage room, 
whether the rear seats are up¬ 
right or folded flat. 

For the driver there’s a single 
round gauge pod and attendant 
control knobs and switches that 
are the essence of simplicity. An 
18-centimetre multi-function 
touch-screen that’s perched 
atop the dashboard’s mid-sec¬ 
tion allows for easy scanning 
without taking one’s eyes off 
the horizon. An optional heads- 
up display projects speed and

pound-feet of torque. Both are 
available with six-speed manual 
transmissions, while six-speed 
automatics are optional. 

The optional “i-ELOOP” 
capacitor charges with electri¬ 
city during braking to run the 
3’s various components for ex¬ 
tended periods. This means the 
alternator can be disengaged, 
thereby cutting drag on the 
engine. The i-ELOOP functions 
in the background without the 
driver being aware of it.

Both bodystyles are also 
available in GS and GT trim, the 
latter fitted with enough stan¬ 
dard and available comfort and 
safety content to rival many so- 
called luxuiy vehicles. Regard¬ 
less of your choice, the new 
Mazda3 is an impressive piece 
of work that will be appreciated 
by those who really enjoy driv¬ 
ing something sporty, but with¬ 
out the space limitations that 
traditional sports cars impose.

Common issues 


Though the G model range 
appears to be a highly reli¬ 
able and confidence-inspiring 
used-car buy, a few pre¬ 
purchase checks are advised. 
Owners say their exterior 
finishes are “good, not great” 
where durability is con¬ 
cerned, so be sure to check 
for signs of excessive wear. 
Earlier machines in this gen¬ 
eration may have “bubbling” 
in the seat material, peeling 
or chipping steering-wheel 
trim or an instrument cluster 
that’s bubbling upwards or 
lifting away. Other niggling 
issues relate to condensa¬ 
tion or water inside of the 
headlight assemblies, and an 
annoying, rattling or buzz¬ 
ing sound from the muffler 
area of2008 G37 models. 

A squealing or screeching 
sound from the lower area of 
the windshield is likely a bad 
piece of weather strip, and 
the sound can be eliminated 
with a bit of lubricant or the 
installation of some felt tape.

At one time, cars all had manual 
steering, and it took brute force 
to muscle them into a parking 
spot. Then came power steer¬ 
ing, which used a hydraulic 
pump to lighten the effort, and 
then electric power steering, 
which replaced the pump with 
an electric motor. 

Infiniti has now introduced 
its Direct Adaptive Steering, 
or DAS, a completely electron¬ 
ic system that uses “steer-by¬ 
wire” instead of an actual con¬ 
nection between the steering 
wheel and the front tires. The 
system debuts on the all-new 
Infiniti Q50 sports sedan. 

“One of the primary advan¬ 
tages is the ability to change 
the character of the car,” says 
Tim Franldin, senior manager 
of product planning for In¬ 
finiti Canada. “We’re able to 
affect how heavy the wheel 
feels and how quickly it turns. 
If you’re on a long road trip 
you’ll want a relaxed drive, 
or a spirited drive on a back 
road.” 

The system uses actuators 
on the steering wheel and on 
the steering rack, along with 
a central control unit. When 
the driver turns the wheel, 
the wheel actuator sends the 
information to the control

unit. This unit, in turn, sends 
information to the actuator 
on the steering rack, telling 
it how far to turn the tires. 
Infiniti says that the steering 
response is much faster than 
with a conventional mechan¬ 
ical connection. 

Through a central touch¬ 
screen, the driver can set the 
steering feel, ranging from 
sporty to comfort. The steer¬ 
ing wheel actuator adjusts the 
steering weight — the amount 
of force it takes to move the 
wheel. More weight gives a 
sportier feel, while less weight 
makes for a relaxing drive. 

The system also changes 
the steering ratio, which de¬ 
termines how far you have 
to turn the wheel. A “quick” 
ratio moves the tires farther 
when the wheel is turned 
a little, producing a sporty 
feel where the driver doesn’t 
have to spin the steering 
wheel as much to go around 
curves. A slower ratio is pref¬ 
erable for highway driving, 
since it takes less effort and 
concentration to keep the 
car centred in the lane. 

Although there’s no 
mechanical link during 
normal driving, the Q50’s 
system has a fail-safe. If the 
car’s electrical power fails, 
a clutch on the steering col¬ 
umn instantly connects the 
steering wheel to the rack 
so the driver remains in con¬ 
trol. 

“The Q50 is still a sports 
sedan at its core, and cus¬ 
tomers want a sporty feel, 
but they also take it on road 
trips,” Franklin says. “In¬ 
stead of splitting (the feel) 
and making a compromise, 
DAS lets them tailor it to 
how they want to drive.”

Not that long ago the only 
Japanese car you’d likely see 
at an upper-crusty classic car 
gathering was maybe the 
2001 Camiy station wagon 
belonging to the caterer. Now, 
vintage Japanese sports cars 
are suddenly highly sought 
after and hot. This spring, at 
a RM Auctions in Texas, a 1967 
Toyota 2000GT traded hands 
for $1,155,000 — the highest 
price ever paid at auction for a 
Japanese production car. 

That result definitely got 
the notice of the collector car 
market, says RM Auctions’ Don 
Rose, who specializes in Aston 
Martin and other European 
sports and GT cars produced be¬ 
tween 1945 and 1985, but he is 
also deeply interested in the po¬ 
tential of Japanese machinery. 
“I think it’s an important part 
of the collector market,” says 
Rose. He notes that while many 
in the collector car market har¬ 
boured a stigma about Japanese 
vintage vehicles, he was never 
among them. “I am very bullish 
on the future of these Japanese 
cars.” 

After the 1967 Toyota 
2000GT, of which only 351 
were made, the most sought 
after Japanese collectible is the 
1967 to 1968 Mazda Cosmo 
Sport, the world’s first sports 
car powered by a rotaiy en¬ 
gine. It just so happens, Rose 
owns an example of both the 
2000GT and the Cosmo Sport. 
The Mazda was never imported 
to North America. He figures 
there might only be 10 or so cur¬ 
rently in North America. Mazda 
Canada has one, and so does Jay 
Leno. “Beyond those two, you 
sort of pull yourself into an¬ 
other generation of vehicles,” 
says Rose. Spearheading the 
generation is the Nissan Sky- 
fine GT-R (1969-73, 1989-2002), 
made famous by film and video 
game appearances, drifting

fame and being the subject of 
all-out lust by youngsters who 
had posters of the GT-R on their 
bedroom walls when they were 
growing up. 

A Skyline GT-R is a perfect 
example of a “JDM vehicle,” 
one built (virtually) exclusively 
for the Japanese Domestic Mar¬ 
ket. “There are a whole lot of 
hot-rod JDM cars out there that 
are veiy interesting,” says Rose. 
“(They are) well engineered, 
quick, fun to drive, and well 
made.” But the trick might be 
getting your hands on a prized 
JDM vehicle. “The Japanese 
tend to hold them very closely,” 
says Rose. “It’s almost like not 
wanting local treasures to go 
abroad.” The collecting of “JDM 
vehicles” is in a nascent stage 
here in North America, reckons 
Rose. It certainly hasn’t reached 
the “RM Auctions level,” which 
revolves around top-rank col¬ 
lectible vehicles. But he figures 
it could reach that prime level 
in five years or so, citing the 
generation X demographic at 
play here. 

“It’s the guys who might 
be 35 to 40 now, and reaching 
a point in their careers where 
they might have some spare 
change to buy these cars — 
cars they coveted when they 
were kids.” Isn’t that just the 
way it always happens? Kid 
puts poster of car on wall, man 
he becomes buys the car on 
the poster in mid-life after 
he finally got some bucks to 
throw around. There must be 
a better way.
